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Build to Sell 


In its efforts to rehabilitate itself now so 
imperatively necessary, the primary purpose 
of business should be to build to sell. Right 
here, two possible inferences to be drawn 
from this advice must be negatived. Build- 
ing to sell, as a sound method of business 
promotion, does not connote disregard of 
the necessity of satisfying the buyer. Busi- 
ness cannot be built soundly in the manner 
in which real estate promotion is frequently 
carried on, with ornate but unsubstantial 
houses. Building to sell, secondly, must not 
disregard profits. A hungry horse soon 
tires, whatsoever may be its willingness, 
and business must build to endure. Build- 
ing to sell, then, means in business develop- 
ment the organizing of all divisions of an 
enterprise with first regard for the poten- 
tial permanent markets for its products. 

Business has built too frequently with 
productive possibiliites alone as its guide. 
Business has proved that its productive ca- 
pacity cannot be overtaxed, for any material 
period of time, at least. But, business has 
been shown that production is the “lesser 
half” of its existence. It has learned, sadly 
sometimes, that distribution is a most im- 
portant factor; that, without adequate mar- 
kets, production excellence is a curse. 


Facing this truth, business turned to the 
task of developing markets commensurate 
with the magnitude of its productive ability. 
But, it did not take up this task with full 
understanding of its purpose. The thought 
seems to have been to get the buyer’s dol- 
lar rather than to ascertain whether the 
buyer could spare the dollar without im- 
paring his credit, or whether he got a clear 
dollar’s worth in return. The “high-pres- 
sure” salesman was developed, no thought, 
in most instances, being given to whether 
the wheels of trade were constructed of ma- 
terial of sufficient strength to withstand the 
speed demanded of them. ‘“Two-fisted” 
selling methods were employed, all too 
often with an utter absence of “head work.” 
There was little, if anything, rational in the 
selling methods evolved under the pressure 
of increasing production. The goods were 
being made; they had to be sold. Business 
is much sounder when, having proved the 
potentialities of a market, it then sets out 
to produce accordingly. The market is the 
logical basis of business; new markets are 
the foundation for its ills. Would any wis- 
dom be attributed to the man who built the 
superstructure of a house and then set out 
to find a foundation on which to place it? 


Production is controllable. Consumption 
can be limited by inadequacy of supply; but 
it cannot be expanded indefinitely by in- 
creased supplies. no matter what attraction 
in price the greater production may make 
possible. Belief to the contrary, when 
translated into action, must result disas- 
trously; as the present condition of busi- 
ness clearly shows. The balance between 
supply and demand, with respect of the 
great majority of manufactured products, 
can be maintained only by confining pro- 
duction to the quantity required by actual 
consumption. To be sound, increases in

production must follow, not precede, the 
development of larger markets. 

Rapid market development is possible. A 
hog will take on pounds and pounds of fat 
under intensive feeding; but to produce 
solid, substantial pork, it is necessary to 
know and to be guided by the psychological 
rules of hog-feeding. To build up enduring 
markets, it is necessary to know the needs 
of consumers and to confine selling within 
the limits of these needs. Over-selling is 
as disastrous to business as is over-produc- 
tion. Steady, rationalized operations in 
both divisions avoid the hills and hollows 
which afflict business with uncertainty, 
with price-cutting, and with a score of 
other ills. “A streak of lean and a streak 
of fat” may be an excellent characteristic 
of bacon—if the two components are prop- 
erly proportioned—but business feeds best 
on solid meat. 

Depression follows exaltation in business, 
not because this is a natural and inevitable 
sequence, but because the causes which usu- 
ally underlie overly good times must pro- 
duce, as secondary effects, periods of sub- 
normal activity. Hard times, some say, are 
“merely a state of mind.” This observation 
is only a half truth (a common shortcom- 
ing of epigrams). Hard times, and overly 
good times as well, are not a fixed state of 
mind, but the result of successive, or con- 
current, states of mind which induce ac- 
tions that are lacking in logic and devoid of 
foresight. If business never over-sold its 
markets—while it would never have boom 
periods—it would never find itself in the 
position of having no room for further sell- 
ing. 

Developing, or maintaining, a market is 
not so much a matter of why a product 
should sell, or even why consumers should 
buy it, as it is of knowing why consumers 
need the product and of telling them of this 
need. The interest of the buyer should be 
the first concern of the seller. Selling 
should be the application of one man’s 
product to another man’s need, not a match- 
ing of theories of sales possibilities against 
those of sales resistance. Buying and sell 
ing have a complementary, not a conflicting, 
relation. The results which follow appreci- 
ation of this fact are logical. They are but 
partly explained when attributed to person 
ality: although personality is of paramount 
importance, because it reflects the appreci- 
ation referred to above and evidences the 
realization thai the buyer is always more 
important than the sale. Selling methods 
(including advertising) based on these 
truths are sound. 


Sound selling and sales-promotion meth 
ods are essential in building to sell; be- 
cause it is necessary to sell to build. Vig 
orous selling and sales promotion activities 
are more necessary today than they have 
been in a decade. But, they must be pro- 
gressive, rather than merely aggressive. 
They must look to the far future, not mere- 
ly to the top of the rise that is to be ex- 
pected to follow the still persisting slump. 
Most of all, they must be started. Sales- 
men must be put to work; advertising must 


be put to work—both in an organized man- 
ner and directed in accordance with real 
knowledge of existing and potential con- 
suming needs.

A List That Is Useful 


\ list containing some 3,300 items of 
wide interest has been prepared by the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter for free distribu- 
tion to its readers. This list is the index to 
the numbers of the Reporter issued during 
the first six months of 1930. It is a useful 
list; because it, in itself, relates briefly the 
mulitude of events that form the history of 
the chemical, drug, and oil trades in the 
period covered, and more specially because 
it facilitates prompt reference to the ac- 
counts of these events, which were pub- 
lished in the Reporter. 

Casting the mind back over the first half 
of 1930, one finds, even with the inadequate 
aid of memory, that the period was one of 
great interest in the chemical, drug, and 
oil world. The final steps in the long- 
drawn-out revision of the tariff were taken 
then (the index locates the list of new tariff 
rates). The investigation of the drug-con- 
trol practices of the United States govern- 
ment was an event of unusual importance. 
The decennial convention preparatory to re- 
vising the United States Pharmacopeia was 
held. All these events were fully covered 
in the Reporter, and the details are listed in 
the index. 

\ number of important meetings of trade 
associations were held during the first half 
of the vear. These included organizations 
representing manufacturing chemists, the 
fertilizer industry, manufacturers of phar- 
maceutical products and of disinfectants, 
paint distributors, and naval stores inter- 
ests. These meetings, also, were compre- 
hensively reported in the Reporter, and the 
index tells when, and in many instances it 
tells what was done at the meetings. 

This useful list of items is now being 
printed. Distribution will be limited to 
those who ask for copies—as many as de- 
sired may be obtained. And all that is re- 
quired is that a request be sent to the Re- 
porter office. There is no charge; not even 
tor postage.

prepared analysis by A. H. Swift of 
the chemical division, Department of 
Commerce. He states it is a well- 
known fact that the American chem- 
ical trade has been steadily upward 
and shown encouraging progress each 
year, It is also rather well known that 
in alternate years the chemical exports 
are somewhat high with a slight fall- 
ing back the ensuing year. During 
the past five years there have been 
decided changes in some of the lead- 
ing commodities exported, due in many 
cases to a shift in method of manu- 
facture. 

It is likewise generaiiy conceded that 
the year 1929 was abnormal both as to 
production and to foreign trade. Al- 
though total exports for the first half 
of 1930 recorded a decline of 12 percent 
in comparison with the first half of 
1929, there were many bright spots in 


petition with German synthetic meth- 
anol and the sudden dropping of Amer- 
ican exports. In the first half of 1930, 
however, the quantity of methanol 
shipped from the United States al- 
ready exceeded the amounts exported 
the entire years of 1925 and 1926. The 
total sodium compounds exported the 
first half of this year were the lar- 
gest with the exception of 1929, while 
the amounts of caustic soda were the 
highest ever shipped. Record amounts 
of disinfectants, insecticides, fungi- 
cides and similar products were also 
made the current half year. 

In the industrial chemical group 
there were also some large losses such 
as the disappearance of acetate of 
lime, which formerly was an impor- 
tant item in American trade.

Remembering that in practi 
cally all cases prices during the cur 
rent half year were considerably less 
than during the first half of 1926, ex- 
ports for the first half of 1930 were 
nevertheless 10 percent above the cor- 
responding period of 1926 and were 
even more than the first half of 1928, 
During this interim there were also 
many commodity changes. 

Naval stores, exports of 
the most part have been 
have lessneed in relative 
and accounted for only 12 percent of 
the total chemical trade the current 
six months compared with 18 percent 
the first six months of 1926.

Of particular interest here is the 
steady increase in outgoing shipments 
of wood rosin, which advanced from 
63,000 barrels, valued at $1,274,000, in 
the first half of 1926 to 103,000 barrels.

1930. Shipments of gum rosin in the 
corresponding periods were 429,000 and 
05,000 barrels, respectively. Exports 
of spirits of turpentine amounting to 
$2.792,000, totaling 5.585.000 gallons, 
Which have fluctuated considerably 
during the past five years were 50 per 
cent greater in quantities shipped, but 
20 percent less in values. 


Crude Drugs—Essential Oils 


The United States is not an impor- 
tant shipper of many crude drugs and 
botanicals and the export trade which 
is relatively unimportant fluctuates 
from year to year. Prices play an im- 
portant part in the exports of essential 
oils and consequently the leading com- 
modities of this group show marked 
changes in values over a _ period of 
years. Quantity shipments of pepper- 
mint oil amounting to 102,438 pounds 
exceeded all four preceding years with 
the exception of 1929. Exports of other 
essential oils which includes almond 
oil, apricot oil, cedar wood oil, artificial 
sassafras oil, sweet birch oil, wormseed 
and wormwood oil, have remained 
rather constant.

A complaint of the Federal Trade 
Commission against price-maintence 
practices of the Pro-phy-lac-tie Brush 
Company, Northampton, Mass., has

The company states that, February 
19, it sold its business, with the ex- 
ception of certain assets transferred to 
a liquidating company, to the Pro- 
phy-lac-tic Brush Company of Dela- 
ware, a subsidiary of the Lambert 
Company, which owns listerine and 
other products sold in drug stores. It 
is declared that the Lambert Company 
has never attempted to maintain 
prices on its products, but has be- 
lieved it to be the best business policy 
to sell its goods free of all restrictions 
and that this policy has been applied 
to prophylactic tooth brushes. 

The Pro-phy-lac-tic Brush Company 
will not the complaint and, 
without violation of law, 
will consent to the issuance of a cease 
and desist order against the practice, 
declaring it has filed intentions to dis- 
solve and will go out of business as 
soon as it can wind up its affairs. The 
sale to the Lambert Company is de- 
clared to have been made in 
faith and not to avoid the complaint 
of the Federal Trade Commission.

Right to the exclusive use of a trade 
mark acquired by purchase but with- 
out assignment of the original recipe 


for the manufacture of the merchan- 
dise covered by the trade-mark was 
denied Muelhens & Kropff, Ine., as- 
signee of the trade mark 4711 eau de 


cologne, in a decision concurred in by 
Circuit Judges Manton and Swan, with 


Judge Hand dissenting. The court 
action was brought against Ferd. 
Muelhens, Inc., American representa- 
tives of the original German manu- 
facturer, 4nd was brought to restrain 
the defendant from using the mark 
4711. 

In making decision in the action, the 
court among other things said: 

For almost 140 years the Muelhens 
family of Cologne, Germany, has been 
engaged in maufacturing Eau de Cologne 
under a secret recipe handed down from 
father to son. Its business began at 4711 


Glockengasse in that city in 1792 and its 
cologne and some other toilet prepara- 
tions have been advertised and marketed 
throughout the world under the trade- 
mark “4711.” The defendant corpora- 
tion, Ferd. Muelhens, Inc., was recently 
established by the German house as its 
selling agent in the United States It 
has sold toilet preparations under the 
aforesaid trade-mark and has advertised 
that the cologne which plaintiff sells un- 
der the same mark is not the genuine 
4711" Eau de Cologne and is not made 
under the original secret formula. The 
plaintiff claims the exclusive right to use 
this trade-mark in the United States by 
virtue of a seizure by the Alien Property 
Custodian, a sale by the custodian to 
Kropf. 

The court decided that Kropff had 
no knowledge of the secret recipe for

A majority of the court believe that as- 
signment of the recipe is essential to 
give the assignee the exclusive right to a 
mark which denotes a product manu- 
factured thereunder. Otherwise the pub- 


lic will be unable to procure the genuine 
product under the name by which it has 
always been known. The law affords 


trade-mark protection to a merchant in 
order that prospective customers may not 


be lured away by one who counterfeits 
his goods. Those who insist upon the 
genuine 4711 Eau de Cologne are not 


prospective customers of the plaintiff for 
he cannot supply it. On the whole we 
think the plaintiff should not be protected 
in the use of a mark which he can him- 
self use only deceptively.

Narcotics Bureau Is 


Formally Established 


The formal order by which officials 
and employees of the narcotic section 
of the Bureau of Prohibition Treasury 
Department, were transferred to the 
newly-created Bureau of Narcotics 
under the jurisdiction of the Treasury 
Department was made public August 3 
by Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of 
the Treasury. The order complies 
with the act passed by Congress and 
approved, as amended, June 14. 

The order, in addition to transfer- 
ring the personnel, turned over to the 
new bureau the records, files and all 
other office property formerly held by 
the Bureau of Prohibition. It also de- 
fined the rights, privileges, powers, 


and duties conferred and imposed on 
the commissioner of narcotics, the 
commissioner of internal revenue, of- 
ficers and employees of the new bu 
reau, including the field service, and 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 
The order became effective July 1 
and reserved the right at any time to 
revoke all or any part of the docu- 


ment.

In addition to the advance in lead 
oxide prices, corroders extended their 
price guarantee from August 1 to No- 
vember 30 on white lead-in-oil and the 
dry products in small packages. Pig- 
ment prices were untouched, however, 
and conditions surrounding this branch 
of the trade were much the same as 
they had been for the past month. 

Casein turned from dullness to a 
very irregular position last week, The 
supply has been diminished by cur- 
tailment of domestic output as the re- 
sult of the reigning drought and the 
light offerings from Argentina which 
was currently in the midst of the win- 
ter season. On the other hand there 
was virtually no buying so that sellers 
were faced with a hypothetical short- 
age, no demand and perplexity as to 
What the market price really should 
be. In the absence of demand, price 
conditions were nominal throughout. 

Construction contracts awarded in 
the Metropolitan area of New York 
during July showed a decline of 14 
percent from June and 61 percent from 
July, 1929, according to F. W. Dodge 
Corporation. New construction of all 
types undertaken in this territory dur- 
ing July was valued at $68,861,300 as 
against $80,324,900 for the previous 
month, and $177,720,800 for July, 1929. 
For the year to date construction con- 
tracts in the Metropolitan area 
amounted to $581,364,100. This was a 
decline of 25 percent from the total 
of $771,257,000 reported for the corre- 
sponding seven months of 1929. 

Though there was a sizeable decline 
in July in total new construction vol- 
ume from the previous month, larger 
contracts were awarded than in June 
for residential, industrial, public, re- 
ligious and memorial buildings. These 
gains, however, were insufficient to 
offset declines in awards for commer- 
cial, educational, hospital and institu- 


tional, social and recreational build- 
ings, and public works and utilities 
Of the total decline from July, 1929, 


amounting to $108,859,500, the decrease 
for residential building totaled $45, 
154,000 while the decline in public 
works and utilities amounted to $33,- 
744,100 and the decrease in non-resi- 
dential building totaled $29,961,400. 
The past month’s construction record 
showed the following distribution: 
Non-residential building, $32,481,100; 
residential building, $22,855,000; and 


public works and utilities, $13,525,200.

of several contracts committing pur- 
chasers that looked for even higher 
prices of lead. Price protection on 
small packages of white lead-in-oil, 
red lead-in-oil, dry white lead, dry red- 
lead and litharge was extended from 
August 1 to November 30. 

White Lead.—The market was.statis- 
tically bettered by a 25-point advance 
in pig lead over the week-end. De- 
mand came in better volume from some 
buyers that looked for a higher lead 
market and the possibility of a re- 
covery in the price of the derivative. 
Linseed oil advanced a few points, but 
did not affect the market for lead-in- 
oil. Price protection on the latter and 
also smaller packages of the dry prod- 
ucts was extended from August 1 to 
November 30 

Red Lead.—The cask price of the dry 
product was advanced Monday 4c. per 
pound, following a similar advance in 
pig lead. The current price was 9c. 
per pound. The movement of mate- 
rials into consuming hands was visibly 
activated by the rise in prices and 
corroders were able to book several con- 
tracts due to the sentiment that the 
lead market might be on the road to 
recovery. Protection against price de- 
cline on both dry material and lead-in- 
oil in small packages was extended 
from August 1 to November 30 

Litharge.—As in the case of other 
lead oxides, interest brightened on the 
news of an advance of \4c. per pound 
in the commercial grade in casks, which 
was effected Monday, to follow a 25- 
point jump in pig lead prices over the 


week end. Also, price protection on 
small packages was extended from 
August 1 to Novmeber 30. 
Lithopone.—Sellers’ views on the 
current status of trade were mixed. 
Some were satisfied with the volume 
done, while others reported i slow 
market. Prices remained firm and un- 


changed throughout. 

Orange Mineral.—The price of ordi- 
nary American material was advanced 
4c. per pound Monday to the basis of 
lle. to 12%c. per pound. Some better- 
ment of interest was shown after the 
rise in price, but this product did not 
attract the buying done in related lead 
oxides. 

Titanium Pigment.—The sellers re- 
ported that business proceeded at good 
volume, with prices holding firm at the 
schedule. The dioxide product was sub- 
ject to occasional shading on competi- 
tion, however. 

Zinc Oxide.—Prices remained steady 
and unchanged, and, with additional 
advances in the price of slab zine, the 
probability of a reduction in this de- 
rivative was more remote. Buying has 
been of a routine character. 

Barytes.—Conditions were unchanged 
throughout. Demand has shown some 
betterment, but has not yet reached a 
point beyond slowness. Prices were 
held on the surface, but there has been 
recent shading on competition among 
the sellers. 


Dry Colors 


Exclusive of the recent downward 
revision of prices for pure English 
Indian red, color prices have not been 
subject to the fluctuative influences of 
other commodities, and current shad- 
ing was of the competitive sort, being 
confined below the surface of the mar- 
ket. Shading has been markedly less 
frequent of late, however. Last week’s 
outstanding event in relation to prices 
was the substantial rise given to lead 
metal prices, which made the possi- 
bility of a reduction in lead chromates 
more remote. Buying volume has been 
nothing to speak of in the past week, 
merely holding to a point of equality 
with that of preceding weeks. 

Bone Black. The price remained 
unchanged at the basis of 5tec. per 
pound, but occasional shading on com- 
petition among the sellers was wit- 
nessed. Users’ demands were not 
lively. 

Carbon Black.—The larger and more 
integrated producers were still holding 
the basic price of 4%c. per pound for 
standard material f.o.b. Texas, and 
4.60c. per pound f.o.b. Louisiana. The 
maintenance of prices was done in face 
of occasional offerings of so-called 
“distress” material, alleged to be com- 
ing from the smaller factors at frac- 
tionally lower figures. The sellers con- 
tinued to look to the buying trade for 
increased activity as a basis for better 
prices, but the purchasers were very 
limited in their operations. August 
buying to date has not been very en- 
couraging. 

Carmine No. 40.—The sellers were 
holding their prices of $5.60 to $5.75 
per pound for lots of 100 pounds of 
this material. Large contract users 
could shade the market by 10c. per 
pound in some directions, but generally 
things were steady in preparation for 
broader consumption by virtue of the 
commencement of operations in West- 
ern canning plants. There was one 
large-sized inquiry on the market last 
week, 

Chrome Colors.—Recent strength in 
lead metal reacted last week with an 
1dvance in price and, to a great meas- 
ure, removed any possibilities that 
might have been entertained for a 
reduction in the prices for derivatives 
in this group. The demand for chrome 
green and chrome yellow was not 
what the sellers would like, but never- 
theless they were holding prices at 
the established level. 
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Indian Red.—There were no develop- 
ments to follow the downward re- 
vision in prices for the pure English 
grade, which lowered the market to 
934c. per pound in Demant 
Was not very lively 

Iron Blues.—The prices for the en- 
tire line were held steadily and the 
occasional shading recently reported 
has been markedly less frequent, ac- 
cording to the producers. 

Iron Oxides.—In some directions it 
Was possible t% shade the quoted 
values, but generally the sellers were 
holding prices to the established 
levelg Demand was irregular and 
confined to mere replacement limits 

Ocher.—Business in this color did 
no more than to hold its own over 
the week. Prices were free from com- 
petitive influences on the surface. 

Para Toner.—The low price on the 
open market last week was 80c. per 
pound for the concentrated product in 
lots of 100 pounds. Demand was slow. 
The reduced 10 percent product held 
steady at 10c. to 13c. per pound 

Sienna.—Reports were still current 
that fractional were be- 
ing made due to competition among 
the sellers. Market prices, however, 
were unchanged and it was not thought 
that current shading was of serious 
extent 

Vermilion.—Sellers of the English 
product were maintaining prices un- 
changed in reflection of a _ similar 
status in the raw material market. 
The demand was poor last week. 


Colors in Oil 


This branch of the trade passed the 
week without any new developments 
of importance. Prices remained with- 
out quotable change, fulfilling the pre- 
dictions made by time 
ago to the effect that no shift in the 
general position was looked for. De- 
mand was seasonally slow.

Varnish Gums 


From the angle of price fluctuations 
the market for varnish gums was not 
a very prolific source last week. The 
general character of the market was 
much the same as it had been, with 
importers more and more disposed to 
allow business to go by them rather 
than resort to lowering the market 
prices to meet the bids named by pros- 
pective purchasers. Forced sales have 
not been so frequent of late although 
they were still being carried on. The 
whole position reflected the low point 
of warehouse stocks to which the im- 
porters have allowed them to drift 
aided by signs of stiffening abroad. 

Copals.—The downward readjust- 
ment of prices for some gradings of 
pale and black East India gums re- 
cently, still represented the latest open 
change in prices in this group. Im- 
porters’ stocks of some of the weakly- 
priced gums have been allowed to 
drift to a minimum point and, hence, 
spot prices have been held relatively 
even.

amount to eleven-fortieths (27% per- 
cent) of the total duty.

Turpentine Easier in Southern and Local Markets-- 
Receipts Continue Liberal--Moderate Changes in 
Rosin Prices--Primary Stocks] Increase--Business Fair 


There was apparently no improve- 
ment of consequence in trade in naval 
stores last week so far as the market 
here was concerned. A fair volume of 
inquiries was noted in some quarters, 
but despite the low prices prevailing 
consumers were still disinclined in 
many instances to purchase in advance 
of requirements and the movement 
into consuming channels was made up 
largely of small or moderate quanti- 
ties. Turpentine was easier and rosin 
irregular. 

The trend of turpentine in primary 
markets was downward in the main, 
prices at Savannah and Jacksonville 
being about lc. per gallon lower at one 
time, 354c. per gallon being touched 
in the former market on Wednesday. 
The tone was steadier later in the 
week, although there was no material 
recovery in prices. 

Sales of turpentine to domestic con- 
sumers held up well in primary centers 
and reports were current to the effect 
that indications were not lacking that 
large buyers were showing more dis- 
position’ to provide for future require- 
ments of existing low prices, though 
there were some in the trade who were 
not inclined to share in this view. 
There was a fair export inquiry re- 
ported.

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 8, 1930. 

Trade in flax futures was rather drab 
most of last week, but there was enough 
buying power under the market to re- 
sult in better prices. At the opening of 
the present week general grain news was 
extremely bullish and flax crop estimates 
began to fade rapidly as threshing re- 
turns became known, A month ago there 
was some doubt regarding the govern- 
ment report accuracy, some in the trade 
being imbued with the idea that the 
actual promise was in excess of 30,000,000 
bushels, Now the current of ideas is 
sharply in the other direction and esti- 
mates are running as low as 20,000,000 
bushels. 

Some of the estimates are based on 
the weight of the seed coming in here. 
A car arrived today from Armour, S. D., 
that tested but 45 pounds to the bushel. 
A lot of flax will not be cut at all be- 
cause of the drought damage and many 
fields show no kernels in bolls. A rep- 
resentative of a grain commission house 
just back from a trip that extended to 
the Canadian border asserts that flax 
sown after the last rainy period is 90 
to 100 percent loss, Only the earlier 
sown ‘fields are coming through with any 
sort of promise and many of them are 
showing up very poorly in the way of 
production. On the other hand some of 
the Minnesota fields are producing freely, 
One report claiming 14 bushels to the 
acre,

Refined Oil Futures Advance with Lard, Corn, and 
Cotton -- Crop News Is Unfavorable -- Government 
Estimate Is 14,362,000 Bales--Crude Oil Firmer 


Local and Southern markets for cot- 
tonseed products were stronger last 
week. A sharp advance occurred in re- 
fined oil futures here. There was buy- 
ing on advance in lard, corn and cot- 
ton. The rise in lard was sharp. Re- 
ports in regard to the cotton crop were 
unfavorable, futher deterioration being 
reported as a result of insufficient 
moisture and high temperatures. Of- 
ferings of crude oil and other products 
were light. The monthly government 
cotton crop estimate was issued Fri- 
day. It put the indicated yield at 
14,362,000 bales. These figures were 
larger than some had expected. 

The total transactions in refined oil 
future on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five business days of the 
week were 26,300 barrels, old contracts, 
and 49 tanks, new contracts. Closing 
prices on Friday were 52 to 57 points 
higher on old contracts and 35 to 44 
points on new contracts as compared 
with the previous Saturday. 

Cotton futures were active with 
prices irregular, the trend being up- 
ward early in the week with a setback 
later. 

On Friday October closed at 1; 
December 12.49c. and January 12.60¢

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Southern markets remained quiet, 
buyers and sellers in many cases still 
being disposed to hold off for further 
developments in the cotton situation as 
well as in the markets for other com- 
modities. Unfavorable reports concern- 
ing the effect of dry, hot weather upon 
the cotton crop were without influence 
aside from the comment created in 
trade circles, and apparently few look 
for any activity in business in cotton- 
seed products until the new season gets 
under way and the movement of seed 
from the farms to the mills expands 
with an increase in crushing opera- 
tions. Supplies of old crop seed and 
products in some sections are said to 
be much smaller than a year ago. 

Quotations appeared to be largely 
nominal in most parts of the South in 
the absence of any increase in offer- 
ings. In the Southeast $32.50 to $33 
per ton was quoted for 7 percent cake 
and meal. In the Valley 8 percent 
meal was quoted at $36 to $37 per ton, 
nominal, for new crop.

Cottonseed Oil 


The trend of refined cottonseed oil 
futures in the local market was up- 
ward in the main last week, prices 
showing considerable strength at 
times. A factor of importance in the 
rise was a sharp advance in lard as 
a result of reports of serious damage 
to the corn crop and a material ad- 
vance in corn prices. According to 
many reports from the West the corn 
crop has sustained serious damage 
from the prolonged drought and the 
yield is certain to show a decided de- 
crease as compared with the previous 
season. Another strengthening fac- 
tor was an advance in cotton, due to 
less favorable reports from many parts 
of the cotton belt where the crop is 
said to have deteriorated because of 
the high temperatures and in suffi- 
cient moisture. 





Trading in cottonseed oil was com- 
paratively quiet, though operations 
were somewhat larger than in recent 
preceding weeks. Commission house 
business continued on a small scale. 
Although sentiment for the time being 
was more bullish, the advance in prices 
was regarded by some as merely tem- 
porary in view of the absence of any 
material improvement in American 
trade in general. 

Crude oil was firmer in the South, 
higher prices being named in various 
sections. Offerings were reported as 
light and few look for any material 
change in the situation in this respect 
until the movement of new crop seed 
expands. Tallow remained firm, with 
offerings from producers. still light. 
The general market for oils and 
greases had an improved tone, al- 
though there was not much life to 


business. Stocks of lard in Chicago 
increased about 2,500,000 pounds dur- 
ing the last half of July, this gain 
being smaller than some had expected. 

Stocks of lard in Chicago at the 
close of July were 60,830,836 pounds, 
which compared with 111,328,949 
pounds at the same time last year. 
Export trade in lard continued quiet. 
Shipments of lard from all ports to 
foreign countries during the period 
from January 1 to August 3 were 
424,330,000 pounds against 486,550,000 
pounds in the same time last year. The 
weight of the hogs received in Chi- 
cago during the week ended August 2 
averaged 255 pounds against 254 
pounds in the previous week and 260 
pounds in the week before that. 

The weekly government weather and 
crop report was more bullish than 
some had expected. Kk stated that in 
Texas there were effective showers at 
only about one-fifth of the reporting 
stations. Progress of cotton contin- 
ued fair to good in the Southern third 
of the state but in the Northern two- 
thirds there has been bad deterioration 
with bolls and plants small, blooming 
at top and premature opening. There 
were scattered rains in Oklahoma but 
the precipitation was generally too 
light to be of material benefit; cotton 
deteriorated badly on uplands, with 
reports of wilting, shedding and 
blooming at the top 

in Arkansas about one-fourth of the 
reporting stations had beneficial rains, 
but elsewhere the crop deteriorated on 
all uplands and on some lowlands as 
well, with rapid shedding in the hills 
and premature opening. Rain is needed 
rather generally in other central states 
of the belt with considerable shedding 
reported and some top blooming. In 
the Atlantic States conditions were 
much more favorable and progress of 
the crop was mostly good. 

The monthly government crop re- 
port, issued on Friday, put the indi- 
cated yield at 14,362,000 bales. These 
figures were larger than expected and 
led to selling under which part of the 
improvement in prices lost. Closing 
quotations were 52 to 57 points higher 
on old contracts and 35 to 44 on new, 
as compared with the final prices of 
the previous week.

Chinawood Oil Stronger in Domestic Markets on 
Political Situation Abroad--Palm in Small Supply 
And Higher--Tallow Continues Firm, Offerings Light 


Trade in animal, vegetable and fish 
oils, fats and greases continued quiet 
last week, although an increase was 
noted in some quarters in the volume 
of inquiries received, this being at- 
tributed to an upturn in cottonseed 
oil. As a rule, however, purchasing 
was still limited to unimportant quan- 
tities. The trend of prices was up- 
ward. 

Chinawood oil was firmer with re- 
ports of sales on the coast at a frac- 
tional advance. Interest in the situa- 
tion was stimulated by the unfavor- 
able character of reports concerning 
political affairs in China, though no 
sales of consequence were reported to 
consumers, many of whom still appear 
to be in a position to remain out of the 
market. Changes in silver and for- 
eign exchange were again confined 
within small limits. 

Coconut oil was steadier. There 
was a somewhat better inquiry owing 
to the firmness of some competing 
products. Copra was steady, with of- 
ferings light. Rapeseed oil was stead- 
ier, influenced by recent reports of a 
stronger situation abroad. Shipments 
of rapeseed from India to the United 
Kingdom and the Continent from Jan- 
uary 1 to July 23 were 19,000 tons 
smaller than in the same time last 
year. 

Tallow presented a firm appearance. 


strengthening developments in some 
other commodities, however, and re- 
ports were current of occasional sales 
early in the week at 5%c. per pound 
in tankears, prompt shipment from 
the coast, and later at 6c. per pound. 
The later figure seemed to be more 
generally demanded at the close of 
the week. Offerings from refiners and 
importers continued light. Copra was 
steady on the coast. Cable advices 
from an official source reported the 
Far Eastern market as quiet, with ar- 
rivals somewhat improved though still 
below an average.

The source of estimates will 
also be given in the cables so that it may 
be known whether the estimate is that 
of the government agents or of one of 
several commercial firms which supply 
market reports.

Compromise Agreement of Darst Creek Production 
Creates Encouraging Outlook for Crude Market-- 
Refinery Gasoline Position Irregular--Prices Weak 


Petroleum oils followed an irregu- 
jar course during the past week. On 
the crude side of the market there was 
a substantially improved prospectus, 
but gasoline and other derivative prod- 
ucts were less favorably placed than 
before. With crude production close 
to its low point for the past two years 
and supported by good demands for 
gasoline at all of the leading refining 
centers it would be usual to expect 
the maintenance if not betterment of 
the price position. However, weak- 
ness was the dominant feature of the 
market for U. S. Motor gasoline at 
East Coast, Group 3, and Central 
States selling areas. 

Shading of prices was much more 
frequent in the East Coast area last 
week and from the surrounding con- 
ditions it was considered likely that 
the quoted market price would be low- 
ered. Cutting has reached a_ point 
where the quoted price was virtually 
meaningless and the actual market 
was valued at a fractionally lower 
figure. Another factor in the irregu- 
larity of things was the constant di- 
minishment of gasoline stocks in stor- 
age. Both in the East Coast area and 


the field was in the neighborhood of 
20,000 barrels. 

The unbridled activity at Darst 
Creek had threatened to lead to a pos- 
sible disruption of the entire Texas 
crude oil price structure. The settle- 
ment of this rupture left no obstacles 
in the path of the conservationists 
unless the compromise agreement at 
that field, which set production at 
44,000 barrels instead of 20,000 bar- 
rels, was not satisfactory to the oper- 
ators at other Texas fields Up to the 
close of last week there was no dis- 
satisfaction voiced. 

Further curtailment of production 
may be expected if, according to re- 
ports received, a contemplated pro- 
ration order in Texas is to be exercised 
by the Railroad Commission An or- 
der reducing the state’s output by al- 
most 100,000 barrels, or to a total of 
about 737,000 barrels per day, has been 
scheduled for inauguration but was 
deferred last week due to a meeting 
of committees that have been investi- 
rating the various phases of the un- 
dertaking. The meeting was sched- 
uled for Friday. 

The field umpire at Hobbs, New

in the country as a whole, the volume 
has shown steady decline over the past 
month but prices have failed to move 
into a logical current. 

The first comparisons since the New 
York state motor fuel tax law went 
into effect in May, 1929, were made 
last week by the Department of Tax- 
ation and Finance. The figures indi- 
cated a decrease in consumption of 
about 8,000,000 gallons during May 
by comparison with the same month 
last year. The total volume sold in 
May as 99,285,762 gallons, compared 
with 107,489,287 gallons in May, 1929, 
and 124,442,550 gallons in April, 1930. 
This, a drop of approximately nine 
percent compared with an approximate 
increase of five percent in the entire 
country during May. 


Crude Petroleum 


The crude oil market maintained an 
encouraging prospectus last week not- 
withstanding an increase of more than 
26,000 barrels in the daily average out- 
put, over the last previous estimate 
made. The increased production re- 
sulted from unchecked flow of wells 
in the Darst Creek area, but last week 
the operators in that area reached a 
compromise agreement and proration 
was restored to a point where the field 
should produce 44,000 barrels of oil 
daily. Flow at this field during the 
week ended August 2 was 77,800 bar- 
rels daily but prior to the operators’ 
challenge to the Texas Railroad Com-

Refinery Products 


Principal in the interest of East 
Coast refined oil markets last week 
were the irregular developments and 
weakening tendencies of the bulk gas- 
oline market here. The leading refin- 
ers were able to hold the market quo- 
tations without change, but there were 
persistent reports that in some direc- 
tions the quoted figures were virtually 
meaningless. Actually the “going” 
level of the market was below that 
quoted, and it was also rumored that 
gasoline could be bought a full cent 
below the low figure of the reigning 
quotation. The existing tendency 
toward weakness might be neutral- 
ized by the steadily decreasing volume 
of material in storage. Demand has 
been excellent and the more conserva- 
tive market factors were looking to 
developments on the supply side of the 
market to provide a balancing effect 
and prevent further sagging of the 
market. 

With the withdrawal of speculative 
buying of cylinder oils the Pennsyl- 
vania lubes were once more returned 
to a more routine course. The prices 
were apparently holding at the current 
levels and in selling bases there was 
a desire to regain some of the sharp 
losses encountered some few weeks 
ago. 

Recent shading in Russian mineral 
oil has reduced the market price. All 
sellers were quoting openly at the 
shaded level last week—some of them 
for many weeks past—but the market 
had reached such a point that the for- 
mal reduction made little difference 
in the general aspect of things. 


Refinery Operations

Kerosene.—The market passed en- 
tirely without new elements to the 
general slowness of affairs. Prices re- 
mained at the recently established 


level of 6%c. per gallon for the water 
white product and was not reported 
to have been shaded during the period 
under review. Inquiry during the lat- 
ter half of the week was somewhat 
better than previously but very little 
actual purchasing resulted. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—Recent weak 
spots in the market for bunker C fuel 
were virtually absent from last week’s 
market and the refiners were quoting 
firmly at $1.15 per barrel at the refin- 
eries. Diesel oil continued in seasonal 
fashion and entirely lacking in new 
events, with quotations at $2 per bar- 
rel at the terminals. The sellers of 
gas oil could not point to any change 
in position with easiness although the 
market was still quoted at 5%c. per 
gallon in bulk. 

Medicinal Oil—Much of the recent 
shading on Russian oil has been cen- 
tered .on the 885-890 grade and, al- 
though there have been, at times, quo- 
tations below the level of 80c. per 
gallon, the sellers were naming that 
basis last week, which represented a 
decline of 2c. from the schedule. There 
was no actual change, however, the 
lower price merely representing a for- 
mal shift to the level of the shading 
that has been repeatedly mentioned 
for some weeks past. Other prices 
were:—860-865, 63c. per gallon; 870- 
875, Tle. per gallon; 875-880, 73c. per 
gallon, and 880-885, 75c. to 91lc. per 
gallon. Purchasing remained much 
the same as it had been and a slightly 
better inquiry showing. 

Paraffin Waxes.—Scale wax held firm 
last week. The sellers did not en- 
counter much difficulty in obtaining the 
full 2%4c. per pound asked for the white 
122-124 grade, in fact 2.30c. per pound 
was obtained Friday afternoon. Prices 
for all grades of the fully refined prod- 
uct held firm and the only change re- 
corded was an advance of %c. per 
pound in the price of the 123-125 
grade, which brought the price in bags 
to 3%c. per pound. Buying was fairly 
active, but tapered off as the week 
closed. 

Petrolatum.—Recently bettered in- 
quiry has not developed materially in- 
to actual business but there continued 
a fair amount of interest shown and 
the market has been somewhat more 
active, with the manufacturers of 
pharmaceutical specialties coming into 
the market for supplies for their Fall 
needs. The prices held steadily and 
unchanged. 

Lubricating Oils. speculative 
buying of Pennsylvania cylinder oils 
that has occurred of late was not in 
evidence last week and demand re- 
sumed at ordinary proportions, while 
prices settled into a less fluctuative 
condition. The lone changes for the 
week were centered in flash oils where 
a slight stiffening occurred in the 600 
flash s.r., making the price 244c. per 
gallon, an advance of ic. for the week, 
and in the 630 flash, which made the 
price 32%c. per gallon, also an ad- 
vance of lc. per gallon. Motor, pale 
and red oils were unchanged. The

Heavy Chemicals 


Tartaric Acid Is Again Reduced By Producers as 
Argols Decline-- Moderate Revival Noted in Textile 
Chemicals--Salt Cake Easier--Lead and Tin Firmer 


A survey of general conditions in 
the industrial chemical field again 
showed the market to be in the midst 
of the summer doldrums. The extreme 
conditions of general dullness in trades 
over the country was reflected in a 
lessened demand for the more impor- 
tant staples, although it could not be 
said that the actual rate of shipments 
had been materially interfered with in 
the case of products like mineral acids, 
sodas or the various refrigerants. Of 
compelling interest was the continued 
weakness in tartaric acid, producers 
naming another cut of %c. per pound 
for the purpose of meettng competition 
from the foreign. Lower raw material 
costs enabled them to do this without 
sacrifice of profits. The resumption of 


active operations on the part of the 
automotive industry was one of the 
developments which was expected to 


result in livelier trade in numerous spe- 
cialties. Some of the lacquer solvents 
were again in demand ana a number of 
them were again showing signs of real 
stability as producers had become tired 
of fighting among themselves. The 
producers of diethyleneglycol placed an 
advance of lc. per pound into effect in 


their product. 
The producers of textile chemicals 
were heartened to some extent on a 


resumption of something approaching 
normal operations at the silk mills at 
Paterson, N. J. They felt that within 
the next few weeks a better movement 
of products like phosphate of soda and 
glauber salts might be expected in this 
direction. Some of the dye manufac- 
turers have recently experienced an 
improved demand for their product and 
they have consequently been showing 
a little more interest in various chemi- 
cals. The turn in operations at print 
works has already been seen. Now 


ing quoted at about identical prices 
last week. Sales and shipments were 
continuing in a satisfactory volume 
as a general rule. 

Ammonia Phosphate.—Both the di- 
basic and the monobasic were meet- 
ing a fair amount of attention on the 
basis of the posted prices. Sugar re- 
fineries and the chemical compound- 
ing industries were taking rather sub- 
stantial quantities on the basis of the 
posted prices. 

Ammoniac, Sal.—Battery manufac- 
turers were taking substantial quanti- 
ties of this product on the basis of 
the posted prices. The usual procedure 
of the battery makers is to buy during 


July and August, and buying in fair 
quantities usually continues through 
until about November as this is the 
time when the requirements of the 


battery industry are being anticipated. 
Antimony Salts.—The metal was ad- 
vanced %c. per pound to a basis of 
75%c. per pound duty paid f.o.b. this 
city, whereas for June-July shipment 
a basis of 55gc. per pound c.i.f. this 
city was posted. None of the pro- 
ducers had made any revision in their 
posted prices for the needle oxide or 
sulphuret. There were moderate ar- 
rivals of the regulus last week. 
Argols.—Conditions in this raw ma- 
terial continued unsettled according to 
reports. The 80 to 85 percent grade

Barium Salts.—While glass manu-

Calcium Chloride.—Toronto financial 
circles are discussing the prospects of 
local production of calcium chloride as 
a result of the exceptional increase in 
its use for laying dust on roads, coal, 
ete., for refrigeration purposes, and a 
winter aid in concrete construction, 
according to the Department of Com- 
merce, which says that imports of 
American calcium chloride have in- 
creased from 4,272 tons in 1927 to 12,- 
950 tons in the year ended March 31, 
1930, with good prospects for further 
increases. While there is no local pro- 
duction, interest is aroused in the high 
calcium chloride content of water issu- 
ing from Ontario oil wells.

on the basis of 2144c. to 25c. per pound 
in drums, while a U.S.P. grade in one- 
pound cartons was quoted at 52c. per 
pound. The luminous in lots of 25 
pounds was quoted at $1 per pound in 
100-pound lots, and up to $1.25 per 
pound for smaller quantities. 

Cyanides.—According to Assistant 
Trade Commissioner L. A. France at 
Montreal, Canada is a comparatively 
large market for sodium cyanide for 
gold and silver extractions, nickel- 
plating, etc. In 1929 the United King- 
dom exported $280,000 worth and the 
United States $22,000 worth to Canada. 
Potassium cyanide is used to a smaller 
extent. 1929 supplies, all from imports, 
totaled $5,000, of which $2,800 worth 
came from the United States. Smaller 
amounts of ferro and ferricyanides and 
calcium cyanide are used, Great Britain 
and Germany being the sources. 


Ethyl Acetate.—The fact that the 
product is being kept within its legiti- 
mate consuming sources by reason of 
recent orders providing for the dena- 
turing of the product may have re- 
stricted the outlet to some extent, vut 
there has recently been a more stable 
tone in all kinds of alcohol, and this 
has been communicated to the acetate 
market. 

Glauber’s Salt——No radical depar- 
ture from recent price levels was shown 
for the foreign product. Keen compe- 
tition continued for such business as 
presented itself, although there was a 
disposition to look for an improvement 
now that the textile industry is show- 
ing signs of a revival. 

Lead Acetate.—The improvement of 
%c. per pound during the week in 
prices for metallic lead to a basis of 
5leec. per pound, compared with the 
previous price of 5.35c. per pound, fo- 
cused a little more attention on sugar 
of lead. The latter had recently been 
lowered 1c. per pound, due to weakness 
in acetic acid. 

Magnesia Carbonate. — Fair arrivals 
from the United Kingdom markets 
were one of the features of this chemi- 
cal last week. 

Magnesia Stearate.— A steady tone 
persisted in this chemical last week. 
The firmer tendency of the various 
fatty acids was a strengthening cir- 
cumstance in connection with this 
item. 

Manganese Ore. — Moderate arrivals 
from Porto Rico were one of the fea- 
tures of the marketing situation last 
week. Producers were adhering to their 
last price schedules. Recently there 


had been only light shipments because’ 


of the pronounced falling off that had 
been seen in the rate of operations in 
the iron and steel industry. 
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Nickel Salts.—The outlet for the ac- 
count of manufacturers of the low- 
priced cars was reported to be more 
limited than in a long time past. Con- 
ditions were quite firm, however, as 
the resumption of manufacturing oper- 
ations in the automobile industry sug- 
gested a revival of buying. 

Potash Caustic.—Sales were continu- 
ing in relatively light volume last 
week. According to London advises 
potash caustic is slow of sale, but Con- 
vention prices are maintained:—88 to 
92 percent solid, £29 10s. to £34 10s, 
per ton, in drums, ex store; 30s. per ton 
less c.i.f. 

Potash Chlorate. — Producers re- 
ported the product was decidedly slow 
of sale. The explosive manufacturers 
had about completed their purchasing 
for the season, while the demand from 
match manufacturers was quite lim- 
ited in volume. Small lots were re- 
ported to be changing hands in London 
at £36 5s. per ton and spot parcels af 
34d. per pound, ex-store. 

Potash Permanganate.—This product 
was substantially unchanged. A quo- 
tation of 5d. in 200 pound drums was 
being made in London. 

Salt Cake.—This product had de- 
veloped a weaker undertone and could 
be had at from $17 to $19 per ton, and 
it was not impossible that even lower 
prices might be named. The demand 
has been somewhat less active of late. 

Soda Acetate. — Underlying condi- 
tions in this product were reported as 
somewhat firmer, although it could not 
be ascertained that any actual price 
change had taken place. Under the 
close supervision exercised over sales 
of ethyl acetate there has been a dis- 





tinct reduction in the amount of ma- 
terial available from outside sources. 
High copper prices in 1929 coupled 


with currency depreciation assisted the 
principal producers of Spanish pyrites 
in realizing an unusually profitable 
year. Production for 1929 is estimated 
to have exceeded the 3,618,691 metric 
tons of pyrites produced in 1928. 

Soda Ash.—The volume of domestic 
shipments has shown the contraction 
usual during the summer months. Con- 
ditions in the product were regarded 
as steady, however, with no _ special 
shading of the contract list prices 
noticeable. The glass trade has been 
marked by extreme dullness over a 
period of weeks and no special im- 
provement seemed to be in sight. 

Soda Caustic. — Conditions in 
soap and glass industries have been 
none too good over a lengthy period 
and no special improvement has shown 
itself in either the textile consuming 
branches of the industry. However, 
the position was one of steadiness as 


the 


a general rule. The government in 
Guatemala by encouraging the local 
soap industry provides a market for 
increasing quantities of the raw ma- 
terials, among which are caustic soda 
and potash. Imports during the first 
six months of 1929 were worth $19,019, 
whereas in the same time in 1928 they 


were $27,657, while in 1927 they were 
$23,018. 
Soda Chlorate.—Importers had not 


yet followed the lead of the domestic 
producers, who had previously repriced 
their contracts to a basis of 5%c. per 
pound, car lots, kegs, works. The 
torrid wave over the country had 
checked to some extent the heavy de- 
mand which had previously been run- 
ning for weed killing purposes, 

Soda Nitrite—The shipments on the 
part of domestic producers had been 
showing about the normal contraction, 
which had been in evidence in all other 
products dependent on the state of 
general manufacturing activity. It 
was noteworthy that holders of the 
foreign stock had made no effort in 
the direction of revising their asked 
prices which remained at a premium 
of about %c. per pound above the 
domestic product, 


Soda Phosphate.—The resumption of 
activity on the part of silk mills in 
Paterson had given this product a little 
more animation. The tri basis was 
perhaps a little less steady than the 
disbasic due to supply and demand 
considerations. 

Soda Prussiate——A check up failed 
to disclose any change on the part of 
the leading producers of this product. 
The underlying conditions of the mar- 
ket were generally reported to be quite 
steady and some improvement in the 
rate of operations of the dry color 
manufacturers was confidently looked 
forward to. 

Tin Salts.—A betterment of about 
4c, per pound in quotations for 
Strait’s metal had not resulted in any 
revision in the list quotations for any 
of the salts. The last price for Strait’s 


tin was 30.20c. per pound. A fair 
amount of activity has been evident 
on the National Metal Exchange, The 
July shipments of tin showed a de- 


cline of 250 tons, according to London 
advises. Shipments to the United 
States were 4,735 tons, to the United 
Kingdom 1,295 tons, and to the Con- 
tient and other countries 626 tons. The 
American deliveries at Atlantic ports 
were 130 tons, leaving stocks on July 
31, 4,848 tons. 

Zine Salts.—The producers referred 
to the continuance of a moderate in- 
quiry for zine dust on the basis of the 
posted quotations. There was no al- 
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teration of any kind in the posted 
prices for dust. Sulphide met a fair 
demand on the basis of quotations. 
The stocks of zine in official ware- 
houses in Great Britain at the end of 
June were 11,461 tons, against 8,925 
tons in May and 1,019 tons on June 30, 
1929. The deliveries for consumption 
in June were 17,613 tons, against 
17,115 tons in May, according to the 
American Bureau of Metal Statistics. 


Acids 


Because of the continued competi- 
tion from the ir- ported product domes- 
tic producers of tartaric acid placed 
another concession of %c. per pound 
into effect as of August 6 which estab- 
lished the market for the granular or 
powdered on the basis of 34%c. per 
pound in barrels while the crystals in 
barrels were repriced at 35c. per pound. 
The producers of mineral acids were 
able to point to steady deliveries 
against resting contracts, but only a 
minimum amount of new business was 
reaching the producers. A steady mar- 
keting condition was noticeable in 
chromic acid, and with Automobile 
plants getting back into production 
there was a feeling in trade circles 
that more activity would develop with- 
in the next few weeks. Citric, tannic 
and lactic acids were unchanged with 
the demand reaching not more than 
normal proportions.

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Non-Ferrous Metal Group 
In Europe Plans Combine 


British, German and Belgian non- 
ferrous metal interests are carrying on 
negotiations the formation of a 
combine, according to German trade 
reports forwarded to the Department 
of Commerce by Trade Commissioner 
William T,. Daugherty at Berlin. The 
present move comes as a result of the 
resumption of relations, disrupted since 
the war, between the Metalbank und 
Metallurgische Gesellschaft, dominant 
German non-ferrous metals factor, and 
the British Amalgamated Metal Cor- 
poration, according to the German in- 
formation. In addition the Amalga- 
mated has been negotiating with the 
3elgian Societe Generale des Minerals. 

The complexity of interests of these 
three leading European non-ferrous 
metals producers makes evident the 
extent of possible future co-operation. 
With direction of policy doubtless in 
England, the raw material bases are 
primarily in Asia, Africa and Aus- 
tralia. The co-operation promises an 
easier supply of raw material to com- 
mon smelting and refining works. A 
German-British-Belgian combination 
of this character, controlling not only 
copper, lead and zinc, but tin alumi- 

um, nickel and other metals and ores. 
would aim to simplify sales practices 
and obtain easier raw material ser-

come to the Metallgesellschaft. 


Manganese Import Bar 
Against Russia Urged 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7, 1930. 

A suggestion that the anti-dump- 
ing act be invoked immediately against 
imports of Russian manganese pend- 
ing an investigation with the view of 
an embargo under the convict labor 
provisions of the tariff act has been 
made to the Treasury Department by 
Senator Tasker L. Oddie of Nevada, 
and a formal petition on this subject 
is being prepared by the American 


Manganese Producers Association. 
Both the Senator and the associa- 


tion have previously asked the Treas- 
ury to make investigations looking to 
permanent action under one or the 
other of these provisions, but Senator 
Oddie now suggests that there is ample 
evidence to warrant an anti-dumping 
order without an investigation in Rus- 
sia by a Customs agent. Following 
such an order an additional duty would 
be applied equal to the difference be- 
tween the invoice price and the home 
market price. 

Senator Oddie declares 
common knowledge that the Harriman 
interests were unable to operate the 
manganese concessions in Russia at a 
profit when the world price was 40

Medicinal Preparations 


The establishment of branch facto- 
ries in many foreign countries is prob- 
ably responsible for the comparatively 
smal] figure reached in total exports of 
medicinal and pharmacteutical prepar- 
ations which was the lowest point of 
the past five years. Many items, how- 
ever, recorded increases both over the 
preceding year and over other years, 
American antitoxins, serums and vac- 
cines have been becoming better known 
each year and now have a very wide 
distribution. Exports of $1,402,000 in 
the first half of 1930 were nearly double 
the 1926 figure. Other medicinals 
showing improved trade were milk of 
magnesia to $135,000; white mineral 
oil to $277,000; salves and ointments 
to $1,017,000, and cough and bronchial 
preparations to $272,000. 

This year additional classes were 
added with the result that figures 
are available for some items for the 
first time, exports of which during the 


first half of 1930 were:—Serums and 
antitoxins for human use, $490,000; 
vaccines for human use, $270,000; 


elixirs, cordials and similar liquid solu-

$105,000; and cold remedies, $66,000. 


Industrial Chemicals 


Industrial chemical specialities and 
industrial chemicals have been assum- 
ing a larger proportion of the total 
chemical trade each year having ac- 
counted for 22 percent during the first 
half of 1930 compared with 18 percent 
the first half of 1926, and this not- 
withstanding the loss of some formerly 
important items. Gradually American 
exporters of industrial chemical speci- 
alties have been building up a foreign 
trade with the result that the exports 
of $7,851,000 were the largest recorded 
since a separate grouping was made in 
1927. 

In the insecticides and disinfectant 
group, which is responsible for two- 


fifths of this trade, household sprays 
have afforded a most interesting de- 
velopment. 


Considerable progress has been made 
in the alkali trade as will also be seen 
in the table. Calcium chloride is a 
good example of chemicals, new uses 
for which have proved to be so satis-

ing fortnight. Purchases of rock phos- 
phate were heavier. 

Superphosphate. Attempts to 
stimulate interest in this product did 
not produce material results, however, 
interest was shown and broader sell- 
ing operations were expected within 
the coming fortnight, unless deferred 
by the severed drought:currently rul- 
ing through the major portion of the 
country. Prices were still named at 
the basis of $8.50 per ton for the run 
of the pile and $9 per ton for guaran- 
teed 16 percent stocks. 

Bone Materials.—Both domesuc and 
imported raw bone prices were marked 
down last week. The 4% and 50 prod- 
uct at Chicago was lowered to $35 
per ton, a decline of $4 per ton from 
the previous quotations and South 
American material, to arrive, was of- 
fered freely at $31 per ton, a decline 
of $2 per ton from the market figure 
that has ruled for some time _ past. 
Consumers’ inattention and resulting 
accumulation of offerings was gener- 
ally responsible for the lowered prices. 
Another product in this group of phos- 
phates to show a drop in price last 
week was the 3 and 50 steamed meal, 
which the spot holders were offering 
at $28 per ton, a reduction of $4 per 
ton from the previously reigning mar- 
ket. This change was also due to the 
lack of attention from the consuming 
trade and consequent accumulation of 
offering supplies. The declines in 
prices, however, failed to alter the 
slow character of the spot market. 

Phosphate Rock. — Superphosphate 
manufacturers were active purchasers 
of rock supplies last week and this 
market continued to evidence diagon- 
ally opposite characteristics to the re- 
mainder of the market. Prices at the 
mining bases have been held firmly 
to the schedules. 


Sulphur and Pyrites 


Leading suppliers of sulphur in the 
local area stated last week tnat sales 
figures for July had not yet been com- 
piled so that no accurate comparison 
of sales aggregates with the preced- 
ing month was available. The com- 
mencement of August, however, found 
the market in a dull state, but upon 
questioning, the sellers stated that 
prices were holding firmly at the basis 
of $18 per ton, 

Pyrites demands showed the limited 
operations in the consuming field and 
suppliers were not able to report any 
new developments in the market. 
Prices remained unchanged at their 
long-established basis. 


Atlanta Fertilizer Materials 


ATLANTA, Aug. 7, 1930. 
Fertilizer materials continue to mark 
time. Only slight trading in a very lim- 
ited range of materials is reported, The 
general attitude of the trade seems to be 
that of waiting to see how the material 
market will settle down. There is also a 
disposition to await further development 
of crops to determine what the demand 
may be. Crop conditions in the south- 
east continue to improve and are consid- 
ered very promising as to yields. To- 
bacco growers are very much disap- 
pointed at prices being received and are 
undertaking to boycott the market. Cot- 
ton prices are also discouraging. ‘These 
are some of the f ors being weighed in

A considerable degree of irregularity 
showed itself everywhere in the market 
for natural tanstuffs and dyestuffs 
during the course of last week’s trad- 
ing. Perhaps of major significance was 
the l5c. per 100 pounds advance an- 
nounced in corn starches because of 
the sharp appreciation in the raw ma- 
terial resulting from the extensive 
damage which had been done to the 
corn crop as a result of excessively dry 
and hot weather. There was another 
general paring down of corn-crop esti- 
mates following the last record heat 
wave despite the fact that the drought 
had been relieved at some points. 
Continued weakness has characterized 
the market for Chinese egg products 
for the past few weeks. Last week 
found traders willing to pare prices of 
granulated egg yolk 2c. per pound 
more, while the spray could be had at 
a concession of 3c. per pound from the 
former list prices. 

Last week was again one of rather 
extreme dullness in industries over the 
country, although the fact remained 
that some trades were showing hopeful

Denaturing Grade Methanol Reduced 5c per Gallon 
--Menthol Lower on Spot--Cream of Tartar Cut-- 
Corn Syrup Higher on Increased Production Cost 


Lower quotations for denaturing 
grade methanol, tartaric acid, cream 
of tartar, and menthol provided the 
leading features last week in the mar- 
ket for drugs and fine chemicals. Corn 
syrup was advanced sharply because 
of the rise in raw material costs. Al- 
cohol seemed to be in very steady po- 
sition, no further shading by produc- 
ers being in evidence. Methanol was 
weak and unsettled, with price condi- 
tions suggesting lower levels to come 
because of, first, competition between 
synthetic and natural methanol, and, 
second, manipulation of the denaturing 
grade market in order to drive down 
the price for crude methanol. Bismuth 
and cadmium metal and salts continued 
easy under good supply and not espe- 
cially good demand. 

Competition was keen in all tartar 
products. Quotations for tartaric 
acid, cream of tartar, Rochelle salt, 
and Seidlitz mixture had all been on 
the downward grade for some time, 
with competition rife and very keen. 
Acid and cream were cut again last 
week, but Rochelle salt and Seidlitz 
mixture were without further change. 

Menthol was also a highly competi- 
tive article and even though prices 
were slower and demand was some- 
what improved, the extensive holdings 
in this market—extensive in the sense 
of the rather numerous holders of the 


needs begin in volume, the price situ- 
ation will be one of firmness. Fur- 
thermore, there is a growing disposi- 
tion to make buyers realize that the 
terms of a contract mean exactly what 
they state; the instrument cannot be 
cancelled and carries no protection 
igainst price decline. 

Barium lodide. Solidity of the mar 
ket was marked due to the firmness of 
iodine and the absence of competitive 
shading of prices Demand was along 
strictly jobbing lines throughout the 
period. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts.—The mar- 
ket was of conventional structure 
Buyers bought in hand-to-mouth 
quantities of salts, having small needs 
to fill and not being disposed to go fai 
beyond the requirements of the mo 
ment in the patter of purchases. Metal 
was still in ample supply in all mar 
kets throughout the world. 

Borax.—Shipments against contracts 
have not been generally up to normal 
a disposition to delay acceptance of 
tenders being noted. As far as prices 
are concerned, the market was one of 
much _ stability and freedom from 
shading 

Calcium Bromide.—The movement 
was restricted to smaller quantities 
taken by the smaller buyers of this 
material Movement was below not

article—were more than enough to 
keep values soft and subject to shad- 
ing from time to time. 

Methanol! was in very much upset 
condition. Synthetic and natural 
methanol makers were in the keenest 
kind of competition for business. The 
former were thrusting steadily for- 
ward into the natural methanol field 
of sales and was also encroaching al- 
most as steadily into the domain of 
denatured alcohol. Denaturing grade 
methanol was reduced ic. per gallon 
by one important factor in the market. 
Others were disposed not to quote, but 
indicated that they would promptly 
meet competition when business Was 
to be done. 

Denatured alcohol was much firmer. 
Producers were almost a unit in tak- 
ing a stronger view of the situation. 
Prices were practically uniform 
throughout the industry and sellers 
reported firm adherence to the open 
price schedule on the article. As this 
is the season when deliveries should 
normally begin to increase, and to con- 
tinue to gather volume over the bal- 
ance of the year, it appeared as 
though the denatured alcohol industry 
will enter the active period of the year 
in far better shape than it was even 
a month ago.

The committee on tares, Drug and 
Chemical Section, New York Board of 
Trade, Irving McKesson, of New York 
Quinine & Chemical Works, chairman, 
has approved the following resolution 
having to do with its work in connec- 
tion with obtaining a more generous 
tare allowance on aloes from Cura- 
cao:— 

At a meeting held July 24, it was de- 
cided that a mutually fair tare for Curacao 
aloes was 12 percent of the gross weight, 
this percentage having ben obtained from 
actual weights of thousands of cases with- 
in the last two years. Effective September 
1, 1930, it is decided that the official tare 
for Curacao aloe shall be 12 percent of the 
gross weight. It is further decided that 
this tare shall be printed in a leaflet for 
distribution in all unissued copies of the 
New York Board of Trade “Official Tares,”

Crop news of the week consisted of 
favorable reports from South France 
and Southern Europe generally. tain 
fell in copious quantities, relieving the 
dry regions and causing some change 
in the outlook for production of botani- 
cals grown in those sections. Local 
crop news was not so encouraging, as 
in most instances the growing districts 
were still without rain worthy of the 
name. As to business in the local mar- 
ket during the past week, some gain in 
transactions covering seasonable ar- 
ticles for use in the fall months was 
reported, but in the main it remained 
below normal and continued to be pro- 
ductive of a highly competitive spirit 
among sellers of all kinds. 

Price features on spot during the 
period under review included a rather 
sharp rise in quotations from Oregon 
balsam fir. Shortage in the spot hold- 


ing was revealed when better request 
developed, and sellers holding spot 
goods revalued their stocks. Califor-

Synthetic Dye Imports 
For July Set Low Mark 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7, 1930. 


Imports of synthetic dyes during 
July totaled 151,233 pounds with an in- 
voice value of $131,511, according to 
figures compiled by the Tariff Com- 
mission and the Department of Com- 
merce, 

This is the lowest figure for several 
months and compares with imports of 
363.166 pounds valued at $291,793 in 
June, 1930, and with 501,240 pounds 
valued at $424,314 in July, 1929. Total 
imports this year amount to 2,346,788 
pounds valued at $1,970,928 whereas 
imports during the first 7 months of 
1929 were 3,768,718 pounds, valued at 
$3,051,872. 

Imports of aromatic chemicals in 
July were 7,088 pounds valued at $8,- 
991; imports of medicinals, pho- 
tographic developers, intermediates, 
and other dutiable coaltar products in 
July were 156,790 pounds valued at 
$31.058; and imports of color takes in 
July were 6,645 pounds valued at $1,808.
